NET, a company based out of New Jersey, has proposed a solid- 
waste transfer facility to be constructed on the contaminated Olin 
Chemical property located on Eames Street in South Wilmington. 
The site, which abuts Woburn and consists of 53 acres, was named

would transfer various materials - including, but not limited to

NET has been attempting to circumvent local opposition by way 
of a federal exemption.

“MILITARY 
TAX BREAKS 


Members of the U.S. military, 
whose fives have been disrupted by 
service in the Middle East, are enti- 
tled to certain tax breaks. For 
instance, they can now use tax-free 
combat pay to fund IRA contribu- 
tions. These special IRA contribu 
tions can be made as late as May 
28, 2009, retroactively to 2004 

On the other side of the IRA pic- 
ture, military reservists called to 
active duty can take withdrawals 
from IRAs, 401(k)s and 403(b) 
plans before age 59 1/2 without an 
early withdrawal penalty. 

On home sales, the five-year test 
period is suspended for the time the 
member of the military is on “qual- 
ified official extended duty.” This 
tax break has been made retroac- 
tive, so it is possible to file an 
amended return to claim it as far 
back as 2004 

Even though the income provid- 
ed to military personnel in combat 
zones is tax-exempt, they may 
include that pay to receive earned 
income credit and child credit.

For the first time 
in my college 
career, I went on 
spring break.

Dear Editor, 

A new cable law, recently filed 
in the State House and pro- 
posed by Verizon is not a good 
deal for communities. The new 
legislation would remove local 
control of cable license renewal 
and remove a system that has 
worked well for local communi- 
ties for years. The legislation 
would eliminate the ability of 
cities and towns to negotiate 
directly with cable companies 
for their local programming 
and, in turn, ignore the unique 
and essential communication 
needs of individual communi- 
ties. 

Verizon is promoting a new 
law, Chapter 166B, called "an 
act promoting consumer choice 
and competition for cable ser- 
vice." Although it may be nat- 
ural to assume that "competi- 
tion" means lower prices, this is 
not the case for cable televi- 
sion. Cable television rates are 
unregulated and will likely con- 
tinue to increase. 

Third-party cable television 
production companies like 
ABC/Disney control the price 
cable operators pay. So when 
the ESPN channel seeks nearly 
ten dollars a month extra for 
carrying NFL games, Comcast, 
RCN and Verizon are required 
to pay higher fees for the pro- 

- gramming, and they pass this 
= cost on to customers. 

Unlike telephone or electric 

= service, cable television is not a 
public utility. Therefore, cable 
television companies are 


, don’t fix it 


required to pay rent for use of 
this space on the "the public 
rights of way" and Wilmington 
has the right to charge a fee for 
this use. You can see this fee, 
referred to as “local access 
fee," on your monthly cable 
bill. It is about $2.70 a month or 
less for most cable subscribers. 
Communities throughout the 
state dedicate these funds to 
provide for a least three public 
access television channels: pub- 
lie access - for citizens to speak 
on subjects of local importance 
or of interest to them; govern- 
ment access - for coverage of 
important local meetings; and 
educational access - dedicated 
to school programs, projects, 
sports and events, with pro- 
grams produced by students of 
all ages. Today, public SS 
television is virtually the only 
independent media that citizens 
have available to them 

The Verizon legislation not 
only eliminates the ability of 
local communities to negotiate 
their cable contracts but dimin- 
ishes essential funds for the 
community's local communica- 
tion needs through public, edu- 
cational and governmental 
access television channels. 
What the cable companies are 
saying is correct: don't fix 
cable regulation - it isn't bro- 
ken!

BOSTON- Senate Assistant 
Minority Leader Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester) is seeking to ignite 
debate on local aid this year 
with S. 1203, “An Act Relative 
To Municipal Finances.” This 
legislation, co-sponsored by 
Representative Anthony Verga 
(D-Gloucester) and 
Representative Richard Ross 
(R-Wrentham), would create a 
special commission to evaluate 
all current forms of local aid 
and file recommendations for 
reform by August 1, 2007. The 
bill was the subject of a public 
hearing in the Joint Committee 
on Municipalities and Regional 
Government. 

“Our cities and towns are 
counting on the State to deliver 
fair and sustainable local aid,” 
said Tarr, “and we need to 
explore every available means

The commission 
called for in Tarr’s bill would 
specifically examine the fair- 
ness of all revenue sharing with 
cities and towns, and in partic- 
ular amounts allocated to simi- 
lar communities. 

Senate Bill 1203 would engage 
members of the administration, 
legislators from both parties, 
and others in the reform of 
local aid mechanisms. 


Specifically, the committee 
would include: either the 
Secretary of Administration 


and Finance or his designee, 
the Commissioner of the 
Department of Revenue or his 
designee, three members of the 
Senate, one of which shall be a 
member of the minority party, 
three members of the House of 
Representatives, one of which 
shall be a member of the 


minority party, a representa- 
tive of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association, three 
members appointed by the 
Governor whom shall represent 
citizens of the Commonwealth, 
and three members appointed 
by the Governor whom shall be 
elected municipal officials rep- 
resenting geographically and 
demographically diverse areas 
of the state. 

“We need to begin the process 
now of ensuring fair local aid 
for our cities and towns. 
Hopefully we can then improve 
the system in the next bud- 
getary cycle,” said Tarr 

Representative Verga said, 
“Hopefully this bill will help us 
to improve on the current sys- 
tem and help the state to pro- 
vide fair local aid to all cities 
and towns.”

She continued, “The next day 
we tried to let it out of its cage 
outside to walk around, but the 
cat just stayed by my side. Our 
neighbor Kristin Hudson came 
over to see it, and that's when 
she noticed that the cat was de- 
clawed so it wasn't used to 
roaming outdoors.” 

The Bradley family had no 
idea why the caller reached out 
to Nicole. They speculated that 
the individual may have known 
that the family had cats and 
thought they would take in 
another one. 

Hudson said, “When the cat 
first arrived, she was very thin. 
Her spine was sticking up and 
causing her fur to look like a 
mohawk. She's now adding a 
little weight on and is looking 
better. She has tiger stripes and 
little white paws, Cathy named 
her Mystery, and I nicknamed 
her Missy for short.” 

Mystery is being cared for by 
the Bradley family for now. 


Cathy had a message for the 
responsible individual, saying, 
“It was a cruel thing to do. It 
just wasn't right to leave a de- 
clawed cat out in the rain and 
in a cage where it can't defend 
itself.” 

Ellen Davis, Wilmington's 
Animal Control Officer, said 
that animal abandonment is all 
too common. Years ago, a cat 
was left on her doorstep in a 
similar manner. Davis said, 
“People don't realize that when 
you abandon a pet, they gener- 
ally do not survive in the wild. 
They often fall prey to coyotes, 
rabid raccoons or end up get- 
ting run over while roaming the 
streets trying to get back 
home.” 

The Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals (MSPCA) reports 
“Approximately 56 million cats 
and 52 million dogs are kept as 
pets in the United States: About 
1 in 10 households own a pet. 
Nearly 25 percent of cats and 20 
percent of dogs are separated 
from their home during one 
year. Five percent of cats spend

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Drive in Wilmington, was 
indicted on larceny by false 
pretenses (3 counts) and con- 
spiracy to commit larceny (3 
counts), State Police assigned 
to the investigation arrested 
Adams at his home on Sunday. 
He pleaded not guilty during 
his arraignment and was held 
on $4,000 cash bail. 

Building 19 contacted the 
Attorney General's Office with 
allegations that the company 
was out millions of dollars as a 
result of what they believed to 
be employee theft. As a result 
of a thorough financial investi- 
gation, two former employees - 
with Adams being one - of a 
Building 19 subsidiary as well 
as three outside individuals 
associated with carpet suppli- 
ers were indicted late last week 
on charges they participated in 
a scheme to steal more than $4 
million from the company. A 
third former employee who 
allegedly participated in this 
scheme passed away before the 
indictments returned. 

Building 19, headquartered in 
Hingham, has been a family- 


owned business for more than 
40 years. The company boasts 
15 stores, 11 of which are in 
Massachusetts. The company 
is divided into many indepen- 
dent companies that specialize 
in the different departments 
within the Building 19 stores. 
For example, International 
Floor Craft (IFC), with which 


Adams was employed, is 
responsible for the flooring sec- 
tion of Building 19. 


According to investigators, 
the elaborate scheme began in 
1996. Under the scheme, IFC's 
buyer allegedly placed pur- 
chase orders for rugs on behalf 
of IFC with one of three outside 
suppliers. The suppliers would 
invoice IFC for the items listed 
in the purchase order but would 
allegedly deliver only a portion 
of the rugs ordered or no rugs 
at all. An IFC employee sta- 
tioned in the Building 19 ware- 
house in New Bedford would 
then allegedly certify that a full 
shipment of rugs had been 
received and would send the 
necessary internal paperwork 
documenting the shipment to 
the IFC accounts payable 


their entire life with one owner. 
Pets are easily acquired and 
easily disposed of. They are 
often subject to abuse, neglect, 
and abandonment.” 

Davis said, “When you have a 
pet that is used to being fed and 
cared for, it's just cruel to aban- 
don them. There are lots of bet- 
ter options out there such as 
the MSPCA, the Animal Rescue 
League and the Lowell Humane 
Society to name just a few.” 

Davis often responds to res- 
cue calls not just for dogs and 
cats, but for other animals such 
as ducks and rabbits as well. 
“Around Easter time, a lot of 
people think about getting a 
cute little rabbit or chick to 
play with. People need to 
understand that caring for a pet 
is a real commitment for the 
lifetime of the pet. You need to 
read about it before deciding to 
adopt. When the pet grows up, 
you're not doing it any favors 
by letting it loose in the world.” 

Davis is committed to educat- 
ing the public about the impor- 
tance of responsible pet care. 
That includes spaying and neu-

After the buyer signed off on 
the paperwork, IFC would pay 
the supplier for the full invoiced 
amount of goods that were 
never actually shipped by the 
supplier, The individuals indict- 
ed, as well as the now-deceased 
former employee, would then 
allegedly divide the proceeds 
from the alleged theft. 

Adams was allegedly the IFC 
buyer for much of the period in 
question. 

Tyrone Williams, 41, of 
Dartmouth, was also arrested 
at his home and was arraigned 
on Monday and indicted on lar- 
ceny by false pretenses (3 
counts) and conspiracy to com- 
mit larceny (3 counts). 
Williams was allegedly the 
warehouse employee who would 
sign off on the invoices. He 
also pleaded not guilty to the 
charges and was held on $1,000 
cash bail. 

Indictments on larceny by 
false pretenses (3 counts) and 
conspiracy to commit larceny 
(3 counts) were also handed 
down to the owners of three out- 
side carpet suppliers - Paul 


Kindergarten goes full-time 
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Education's Transition to Full- 
Day Kindergarten Grant in the 
amount of $195,000. Wilmington 
must use that money specifical- 
ly to plan for, and implement, a 
full-day kindergarten program, 
or relinquish it. 

According to Benton, the cost 

to implement full-day kinder- 
garten for September 2007 will 
be $309,445 - including the cost 
of five additional teachers, five 
educational assistants, and 
transportation. The school sys- 
tem will save more than $83,000 
in transportation costs by elim- 
inating the mid-day bus route 
currently in place for the half- 
day program. Subtracting the 
savings in transportation and 
the grant money from the total 
cost, the implementation of a 
full-day program will run just 
$32, 201. 
Kindergarten students, 
Benton informed the 
Committee, will continue to be 
bused separately from the older 
children. 


Benton's recommendation 
called for a 5.5-hour school day. 
“My rationale for this decision 
is based on the belief that full- 
day kindergarten will allow 
teachers and children time to 
explore topics in depth and in a 
less-rushed atmosphere,” 
Benton wrote in her recommen- 
dation to the Committee. 


longer than 5.5 hours.” 

Eligibility for the planning 
grant requires a minimum of 5- 
hour school days. 

“We can use the planning 
grant to determine whether 5- 
hours or 5.5-hours is better for 
the children,” Peterson said.

“I really believe that the town 
is on the right side of the issue 
and has made the right argu- 
ment,” said Wilmington Town 
Manager Michael  Caira 
“Clearly, what NET is propos- 
ing is far more than a rail car- 
rier.” 

The argument made headway. 
In June of last year, the STB 
acknowledged that comments it 
had received raised valid ques- 
tions as to whether the propos- 
al fell within its jurisdiction. 
STB halted its environmental 
review of the property pending 
a ruling of whether the propos- 
al is indeed eligible for a rail- 
way exemption. 

Last week the STB announced 
that it would hear testimony on 
the issue at its Washington 
headquarters on April 19th 
Daniel Deutsch, with the law 
office of Deutsch, Williams, 
Brooks, DeRensis & Holland, 
PC., will present Wilmington's 
argument. 

“The town's testimony needs 
to be based on factual, legal,

intellectual, and environmental 
premises,” Caira said, “as 
opposed to an emotional or 
political argument.” 

The NSWMA has thus far 
proven to be a staunch ally to 
the town and also plans to pre- 
sent testimony in Washington 
The NSWMA's primary posi 
tion is that an STB exemption 
would provide NET with an 
unfair economic advantage 
over the waste haulers that cur. 
rently abide by local and state 
regulations. 

“Local permits cost us more 
money and they slow down our 
business, but we know why they 
are there and why they are nec 
essary,” said Steve Changaris, 
spokesman for NSWMA. ite 
and local controls are essential 
for the safety of the environ- 
ment and public health. Our 
organization often argues that 
the process can, and should be, 
streamlined, but we agree that 
the process is necessary,”

has done everything possible to

“Now it's just a matter of 
articulating our argument,”

Rachel's Challenge

TEWKSBURY - Nearly eight 
years ago on April 20, 1999, two 
teenagers turned their rage out- 
ward, killing 13 people and 
wounding 24 others during a 
shooting rampage at 
Columbine High School in 
Littleton, Colorado, Since that 
tragic incident, the word 
“Columbine” has become syn- 
onymous with school violence 
across the country. The recent 
killing of 15-year old James 
Alenson allegedly by 16-year 
old John Odgren at Lincoln- 
Sudbury High School, and the 
release Monday of two “hit 
lists” naming students to be 
killed or dismembered at 
Catholic Central High School in 
Lawrence bring the reality of 
school violence close to home 
and prove that no town is 
immune to such horrors. The 
Parent Advisory Council (PAC) 
at the Wynn Middle School is 
working to find a way to stop 
school violence before it starts, 
utilizing lessons from 
Columbine through a unique 
and effective program called 
Rachel's Challenge. 

‘The fact that it can reach so 
many kids,” is the reason 
Doreen Willette, co-Chair of the 
Wynn PAC, has brought this 
program of anti-school-violence 
to Tewksbury. “There is always 
a time and place when you feel 
left out. This program is a 


bridge, something to get you 
through that tough time and 
help you move on.” 

In the aftermath of the 
Columbine killings blame for 
the tragedy vacillated from 
parents, to prescription anti- 
depressants, to videogames, 
rock music, popular movies, 
mental illness, and to a bullying 
culture within the school. Just 
five days after the eighth 
anniversary of Columbine, the 
Wynn Middle School will host 
Rachel's Challenge, named 
after Rachel Scott, the first per- 
son killed on that notorious day. 
The program uses Rachel's 
personal philosophies - left 
behind in six diaries and sever- 
al essays - to translate the hor- 
ror of Columbine into positive 
change in the way students 
treat each other. Presented to 
more than 475,000 students 
across the country and around 
the world, the program has 
proven that kindness can 
change lives. 

Founded by Rachel's father, 
Darrell Scott, Rachel's 
Challenge utilizes a powerful 
one-hour multi-media presenta- 
tion that chronicles the events 
of Columbine along with 
Rachel's philosophy of kindness 
and compassion toward others. 
The program has been credited 
with reducing incidents of 
school violence, and even help- 
ing teens abandon self-destruc- 


tive plans, through a message 
of acceptance and of encour- 
agement for everyone to move 
outside their comfort zone and 
reach out to others. 

Following the program, which 
will take place during a school 
assembly, facilitators will meet 
with approximately 30 students 
for an interactive training ses- 
sion. Those 30 students will all 
be leaders within their circles 
of friends and will be represen- 
tative of all of the school's var- 
ious groups or cliques. 

This 45-minute interactive 
training session “shows how to 
sustain the momentum created 
by the assembly,” according to 
a media statement from 
Rachel's Challenge. 

That evening, at 7:00 p.m., all 
parents and members of the 
community are invited to the 
Wynn School auditorium for a 
one-hour long forum addressing 
the program and extending sup- 
port throughout the communi- 
ty. 

Doreen Willette and Liz 
Ashley, Co-Chairs of the Wynn 
PA first. learned about 
Rachel's Challenge from an 
email sent by a colleague of 
Ashley's in Tilton, NH. After 
contacting Rachel's Challenge 
and learning more about it, 
Willette approached the princi- 
pal, John Donoghue, who 
agreed to bringing the program 
into the school

According to Rachel's 
Challenge, Darrell Scott has 
spoken to over “5 million people 
in live settings, and has 
reached millions more through 
being featured on popular 
media outlets like CNN, Fox 
News, The Today Show, Good 
Morning America, Larry King 
Live, Oprah, Dateline, O'Reilly 
Factor, Hannity and Colmes, 
and numerous others. Mr. Scott 
has also authored three books 
including the best seller 
“Rachel's Tears.”” 

The program will also be held 
at Tewksbury Memorial High 
School on May 3rd with another 
7:00 p.m. session for parents 
and community members in the 
high school auditorium. 

The PAC is footing the $3,800 
bill, but notes that if nearby 
communities sign up for their 
own presentations the price 
could drop as low as $2,200.

size. Reducing the square 
footage of a construction pro- 
ject, while maintaining the 
number of units, would reduce 
the cost of the project. 

“In today's market, a 10 per- 
cent reduction in the cost of 
materials can make the differ- 
ence between a profit and a 
loss,” Wilmington Builder 
Inspector Daniel Paret advised 
the BOA this past Monday 
evening. 

According to Section 31.03 of 
the state's-40B Regulations, the 
BOA may approve insubstantial 
changes to a project requested 
by the previously permitted 
developer without holding a 


public hearing. If such a 
change is deemed by the local, 
BOA to be “substantial,” a pub- 
lic hearing must be held. 

“It is our opinion that the con- 
templated reduction of approxi- 
mately 10 percent of total unit 
square footage is an insubstan- 
tial change to the 40B Permit 
and, as such, can be made by 
the (BOA) without the necessi- 
ty of a public hearing,” Moran 
stated. 

After some discussion, the 
BOA unanimously agreed that a 
10 percent reduction, as 
described by Barron & Stadfeld, 
would be insubstantial in as far 
as 40B laws are concerned.

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Frank Kelley's Opus far from finished

Ina scene right out of the film 
‘Mr. Holland’s Opus’, Frank 
Kelley is led’to the stage by two 
Wilmington High School stu- 
dents, where he leads the band 
in a rousing rendition of ‘Stars 
and Stripes Forever’ It is the 
school’s spring concert in 1994, 
and Kelley is retiring. But, he’s 
far from calling it quits. The 78- 
year-old Kelley is simply mov- 
ing on to another phase in his 
life. He’s hoping that the thou- 
sands of student-athletes that 
he has touched over the years 
have, or will do the same. Fifty- 
four years coaching, 41 years 
teaching. Young people touched 
by a certified legend that lifts 
lives with healthy doses of hard 
work and humor. 

Some 13 years after leaving 
the track of Wilmington High 
School that now bears his 
name, Kelley is still beating the 
coaching bushes at Weston 
High School, carrying his 
omnipresent big stick that 
helps with his balance, and 
wearing his trademark pith hel- 
met that gives the coaching 
and teaching icon the look of a 
big-gamehunter set for a 
safari, 

A former student said it best, 
leading you to believe that 
Kelley was a great teacher who 
just happened to be a very good 
coach. "Frank Kelley chal- 
lenges kids. He taught me to 
think like a mathematician." 

Kelley would probably rather 
be labeled as the impetus 
behind hundreds of success sto- 
ries, rather than some icon who 
retired and been but out to pas- 
ture. Kelley is not the retiring 
type. He wants to work, and has 
always expected his student- 
athletes to toe the line and fol- 
low his example that was 
shaped by his own teachers 
throughout his life. 

Wilmington High School Band 
Director Barbara Mette said of 
Kelley in the early 90’s just 
before he retired from teaching 
his math classes at WHS: "In 
my opinion, every kid should 
have Frank Kelley for a teacher 
at least once." 

While many locals have 
savored Kelley's coaching style 
on some track somewhere in 
the Merrimack Valley 
Conference, it’s watching 
Frank in action in an algebra 
classroom that one gets the 
idea that any student paying 
attention will leave the premis- 
es prepared for work, life and 
the real world. He might be a 
whiz with a silly pun or a funny 
story, but Kelley is all business 
when it comes to his classroom. 

"I hate calculators. I wouldn't 
let kids use them in my class. It 
doesn’t help their math skills. 
It just helps their digital dex- 
terity,” noted Kelley. 

You would need a calculator 
when you ran out of fingers and 
toes counting the many stu- 
dents that Kelley set straight 
and sent on their way into the 


real world. 


Numbers don't tell 
the story 


Simple numbers don’t tell the 
story of just how much Kelley 
has meant, and still means to 
the Wilmington community. He 
still substitute teaches math at 
the high school, and the stu- 
dents know that they are hot in 
for any day at the beach when 
Frank hits the teaching bricks. 
He coached at WHS for 34 
years, and says that he has led 
150 teams in cross country, 
indoor and spring track over 
that period. 

Kelley's path to Wilmington 
was well researched. He 
attempts nothing without think- 
ing long and hard about it 
beforehand. His first coaching 
job was at Saint Charles in 
Waltham where he coached the 
junior varsity basketball boys 
while a junior at Boston 
College. Then it was on to 
teaching at Gates of Heaven 
High School in South Boston, 
before a stop in 1953 at 
Thornton Academy in Maine. 

Before researching his even- 
tual route to Wilmington, 
Kelley had a couple of experi- 
ences that he says shaped his 
teaching and coaching style. 

In the winter of 1949, while a 
junior at Boston College, Kelley 
played 31 boys in a junior varsi- 
ty basketball game at Saint 
Charles, The parents back in 
that day must have loved 
Kelley's coaching style. There 
were 85 boys in grades 10, 1 
and 12 at Saint Charles - 43 
played on the junior varsity and 
varsity teams. Kelley's style 
had been shaped and jump- 
started. Everybody played. 
Everybody learned. 

He earned his first teaching 
job when someone walked into 
a classroom and changed his 
life forever. 

"I was going to graduate 
school at Boston College (1952) 
and I was student teaching, and 
one day I was tutoring a kid at 
BC and the door opened and 
another teacher said: ‘They 
need someone in South Boston 
who can teach mathematics 
and French." 

Kelley went on to teach geom- 
etry, algebra and French at the 
Gates of Heaven High School. 

"I taught six different classes 
and I got five bucks a day," he 
remembers. 

He gave every youngster an 
opportunity and earned his 
teaching stripes while working 
for practically nothing. The 
love of the teaching game had 
really bitten Frank Kelley. 
Now, he was headed for 
Wilmington, but not before he 
dug deep and asked some ques- 
tions. This was, after-all, what 
he intended to do for the rest of 
his life. 


A Sunday in 1957 


Kelley looked into various 
towns in deciding where he 


wanted to teach, and perhaps 
coach. He wrote to ten schools 
and got four job offers. One of 
them was Wilmington. 

"I was interviewed on a 
Sunday afternoon in May of 
1957 by Superintendent of 
Schools John Collins, and when 
he was finished, I said, OK, 
now I’m going to interview you. 
I want to see if you're the kind 
of person that I want to teach 
for. Then I interviewed him for 
about an hour. I told him that I 
would only take the job if he 
would allow me to teach my 
way." 

It proved to be a wise decision 
by Supt. Collins and the 
Wilmington school system. 

He started at $4,300.00 in 1957, 
but there was still some debate 
about the pay, and Kelley, as 
always, was ready for the 
debate. 

"Mr. Collins told me that the 
salary was above the scale for 
someone with only four years 
of teaching experience, and I 
told him that I wouldn't come 
for anything less." 

The Superintendent needed a 
little convincing, and he got it 
from a good source, School 
Committeeman Dudley Buck. 
Kelley had worked at MIT, 
where he helped with program- 


ming. 

"Engineers would feed me 
statistics and programs and I 
would convert it into punch- 
paper tape. This was the proto- 
type for numerical control for 
one of the first computers.,” 
said Kelley. 

Buck’s eyes didn’t glaze over 
with all this data, he just knew 
that Kelley was the right man 
for Wilmington. 

"Dudley Buck told the super- 
intendent that this guy’s 
worked at MIT for almost two 
years, give him what he wants," 
remembers Kelley. 

The rest, as they say, is histo- 


ry. 

Wilmington student-athletes 
would never be the same. They 
would learn both in the class- 
room and on the field. The 
Frank Kelley Way. And he has 
the honors and success stories 
that prove that his system 
works. 


Much ado about Kelley 
There are those locally, who 
might say, enough already - 
there’s been a lot written about 
Kelley, and that he has earned 
more than his share of praise. 
They would be in the minority, 
and according to most, they 
would be wrong. The honors 
are numerous, the stories are 
out there as the legend has 
grown, but what means most to 
Kelley is the success stories of 
the many students (and not just 
the athletes) that have passed 
through the hallways of 
Wilmington High School. 

Let’s get the honors out of the 
way. They are there for every- 
one to marvel at, for Kelley has 
earned every one of them.

Wilmington High School Hall of 
Fame, Wilmington Good Guy 
Award, Massachusetts State 
Track Coaches Hall of Fame, 
and last, but surely not least, 
the dedication of the high 
school track in his name on 
May 18, 2006. 

Then there is one of the most 
remembered stories. The late 
publisher and founder of the 
Town Crier, Captain Larz 
Neilson, fired the first shot 
across the bow and helped cre- 
ate the Kelley legend with his ‘I 
Am a _ Stinker’ story on 
September 12, 1957. 

"I wanted the kids to do their 
homework and I gave it to them 
every night. That’s where the ‘I 
Am a Stinker’ came from," 
remembers Kelley. "Years later, 
young Larz (former Town Crier 


Editor Larz F. Neilson) wrote 
another article about me and 
used it again." 

The reputation had been 
established by now. Kids were 
talking about what a tough 
teacher Kelley was. But, he was 
a funny guy, especially after 
school when he took to the 
track, You learned and he 
made you laugh. Quite the com- 
bination. When you were in his 
classroom, you worked. 

"T hope that all of my students 
work hard. Just about all of the 
kids that I’ve had worked 
hard,” he said. A solid work 
ethic matters to Kelley, and of 
course, he has the stories to 
back it up. The awards are fine, 
but the students are what mat- 
ters the most. 

"I have some (awards) here 


and there in the house, and it's 
nice," says Kelley, before 
launching into several stories 
that have the listener laughing 
and marveling at the man. ‘I 
had a free period one day and I 
walked into the office and there 
was this grumpy looking kid 
sitting there is a black leather 
jacket. He’d been thrown out of 
about four classes that day. I 
looked at the kid and said: ‘why 
don’t you come out for the 
cross country team?’ and the 
next day the kid is out there 


running. 

“A couple of years later, the 
kid was a senior and he came 
to me and said: ‘ you know, Mr. 
Kelley, I thought that when I

turned 16 that I was quitting 
school - now I’m going to col- 
lege next year. I want to tell you 
that running track is what did 
it for me. I got into track and it 
gave me something to work 
for." 

For every success story, there 
is a tale of Kelley’s unwilling- 
ness to give up on anyone, no 
matter what that youngster’s 
particular ‘track’ record. A 
department head wanted to 
take a student out of a Kelley 
math class after the youngster 
had scored a 60 on an exam. 

"He said that he thought that 
the iid would do better under 
different circumstances," 
recalls Kelley. "I told him that 
the kid would not be getting out 
of my class, that he was going 
to work hard and would learn - 
and he's going to do well." 

Many of the teachers in a 
Pupil Student Team that was 
gathered together to discuss 
this situation disagreed with 
Kelley, but he didn’t budge, and 
Barbara Mette (the student 
happened to be in the WHS 
band) got up and let everyone 
in the room know that WHS stu- 
dents should all have the 
chance to study with Kelley. 

"The next term, the kid got an 
80, he did well, and he graduat- 
ed. He’s now teaching music. I 
think of that story a lot," says 
Kelley. 

That story means much more 
than any award hanging around 
Frank Kelley's house. 


Frank Kelley’ ‘family’ 
Kelley never married, and 
doesn’t regret not having a 
family, because he has a big 
one all around Wilmington. He 
tells a story about a 1971 calcu- 
lus cla 
"A kid stood up and asked me 
what I would do in a certain 
case with my children. I told 
the s that day that I didn’t 
y children. That's when 
Rick Smalledge (a WHS track 
standout) told the class: ‘we are 
your family Mr. Kelley. I've 
always remembered that. Ever 
since then I've referred to my 
Wilmington family - the kids 
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and the faculty that I've worked 
with over the years. You might 
say that encompasses the 
entire community, which has 
been very good to me." 

Just because Kelley likes to 
tell a story (actually, hundreds 
of stories), doesn’t mean that 
there isn’t a humble bone in his 
body. 

"All of this is much more than 
I deserve, truthfully. I guess 
you do make some enemies, 
and I probably did. Sometimes 
I've failed a kid when he or she 
didn't deserve to pass, but most 
often they have come to me 
afterwards and said: ‘Mr. 
Kelley, it wasn’t your fault. I 
just didn’t work hard enough." 

Kelley says that he’s only 
flunked a handful of student- 
athletes off his track teams 
over the years, 

"I had this one kid that I 
flunked off my teams three 
times. He told me that he 
worked hard at running, but he 
didn’t work hard in school, and 
he realized that." 

Self-examination goes hand in 
hand with motivation in Frank 
Kelley's world. 


Nothing much slows 
this ‘stinker’ down 
After leaving full-time coach- 
ing and teaching status in 
Wilmington, Kelley has not 
slowed down, much if at all. He 
still cares about any kid, warts 
and all. According to Kelley, 
there is always room for 

improvement. 

"You know when I’m real 
angry if I take a kid to the mid- 
dle of the field when no one is 
around and we have a little 
chat," he says. "I’m sort of 
approachable once you get to 
know me." 

The only year when he 
stopped coaching completely 
was 2003, when he was recover- 
ing from quadruple bypass 
surgery. Since that time, he’s 
been an assistant coach at 
Weston, where he imparts the 
same off-the-cuff words of wis- 
dom coupled with puns that 
give the listener some pause 
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while you figure out just where 
this line is coming from. Kelley 
is a genuine character that 
keeps his student-athletes, and 
even the interviewer, on his 
toes. 

"My uncle Joe says that puns 
are the highest form of humor," 
says Kelley. "I get cards from 
the Weston kids telling me that 
they always have a good time, 
that they like my stories. The 
cards always say that they 
enjoy my sense of humor; your 
stories and your encourage- 
ment." 

That encouragement never 
includes swearing. Is there one 
coach anywhere that has never 
uttered a nasty curse in frus- 
tration? "My vocabulary is 
good enough, so I don’t need to 
swear," said Kelley. "Besides, | 
have this stick," he laughs. 

Of course, he’s just kidding. If 
you aren’t in On the joke, per- 
haps you need to open your 
ears and listen harder. You 
might learn something about 
humor and life. 


Last never means least 

Finishing last never means 
that anyone is less of a person 
in Kelley’s eyes. Just keep try- 
ing and working and the results 
will get better. Eventually, you 
will win the race no matter how 
far back in the dust you might 
be. 

He tells a story of a track 
meet with Andover years ago, 
when another legend, coach 
Dick Collins, saw Kelley wildly 
rooting on a WHS runner who 
was dead last. Collins, who has 
written about and included 
Kelley in books on the subject 
of motivating athletes and 
track, wondered just what was 
Kelley doing? His team was 
trailing badly, the runner was 
last and Wilmington was a con- 
ference bottom-feeder. There 
was no need to question what 
Kelley was doing, but Collins 
was naturally curious. The 
answer turned out to be simple. 
Kelley cares. He still does and 
always will. A last place finish 
could just as easily turn into 
victory if you work hard 
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Always known for his sense of humor with his student-athletes over his 50 years, Frank Kelle

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High School Baseball is music to my ears 


It won't be long now. The high 
school baseball season is right 
around the corner, and 
although my interest in base- 
ball never matched-up to my 
enthusiasm for either football 
or basketball (or music for that 
matter), I always enjoyed the 
experience of covering both 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
High School baseball. 

Standing behind some back- 
stop in my ‘uniform’ of shorts, 
golf shirt and my ever-present 
San Francisco Giants cap, I 
shot the breeze, saw some good 
(and sometimes great) base- 
ball, and met some of the most 

ting high school person- 
alities as they sauntered behind 
(and sometimes in front) of me 
| didn’t always see every pitch, 
but there were stories to tell, 
laughs to share and tidbits to 
toss back and forth until the 
seventh inning off the high 
school game figally rolled 
around. 

‘To me, basebail is often bor- 
ing on television. I find myself 
clicking around the dial for 
news and such, and that isn't 
always just between innings 
When | was a kid, I kept score 
by listening to Ned Martin and 
Ken Coleman on the radio. 
Then | got bigger and busier, 
discovered football and girls 
(believe it or not, in that order) 
and watching or listening to an 
entire baseball game took on 
less meaning for me. 

Baseball was background, 
something that was on the 
radio off in the distance while 
your were at the beach, grilling 


a steak, sipping a beer or cut- 
ting the grass in your back- 
yard. 

When I covered high school 
baseball, especially certain 
teams coached by great and 
admired men, somehow things 
changed a bit. My interest 
came back, my batteries 
recharged by personalities and 
players that held my attention 
more often than the game 
itself. The memories are still 
there, but unfortunately, some 
of the great people - and they 
weren't just great baseball peo- 
ple - are gone. 

Tewksbury High School base- 
ball coach John Perreault, who 
influenc lot about my life to 
this day. I’ve got plenty of 
Perreault stories to tell, as do 
many other men my age that 
felt the sting of his locker-room 
humor that was too often mis- 
understood as cruelty. 

Wilmington High School base- 
ball coach Dick Scanlon, proba- 


bly one of the nicest people that 
I've ever met, always greeting 
me with, "Hello Richard" 
which wasn’t my given name. 
No one ever called me Richard 
except Scanlon and the lady 
behind the window at the 
Registry. I never corrected 
him, I just smiled and stopped, 
getting ready to enjoy whatever 
conversation we had, and it 
wasn't always about sports. It 
often was better than the base- 
ball game that I was covering. 

Both men are gone now. I'm 
sure that when I’m leaning on 
some backstop, I will think of 
them and smile. What a job, I 
thought back then, when both 
men were alive. I can stand 
here in shorts, shoot the breeze 
and get paid for it 

A favorite high school base- 
ball team? That's easy. The 
1977 Eastern Mass Champion 
Wilmington High School 
Wildcats. This Tewksbury guy 
wore navy blue for a spring and 
followed a collection of athletes 
that were not only great base- 
ball players, but great people as 
well. Coached by former WHS 
Athletic Director Jim Gillis, 
these Wildcats were tough as 
nails, and could run, hit, pitch 
and field with any high school 
baseball team that I've ever 
seen, And they pitcher by 
the name of Jim Stewart, one of 
the classiest people ever to set 
foot on a diamond. That spring 
was not work. It was pure joy. 
As this high school baseball 
season takes hold, I'll dig into 
the Town Crier archives and 
hopefully, swap some stories. 


For me, that’s what baseball 
is about. Storytelling on a brisk 
spring day, knowing that even- 
tually the weather will turn 
warm, and the Red Sox will be 
background at the beach.

Runninng to help others

After nearly a foot of snow 
fell over New England two 
weeks ago, residents may have 
felt that spring was in the dis- 
tant future. But for two 
Tewksbury residents, spring is 
very close as they both train for 
the first true sign of spring, the 
1th annual Boston Marathon 
on April 16th. 

Brian Milner and Mike 
Doherty are both avid runners, 
and both are running the Dana 
Farber Marathon Challenge 
(DFMC), a collaboration 
between the Boston Marathon 
and the Dana Farber Cancer 
Institute. Runners are able to 
run the marathon while raising 
money. ; 

“I've always wanted to run 
this marathon,” said Milner, a 
former standout athlete at 
Tewksbury High School. 

Last year Milner attended the 
Boston Marathon as a specta- 
tor, cheering on his friend who 
ren for the Liver Foundation. 

“It gives a purpose to run- 
ning,” he said, as opposed to 
just running. 


It was after last year that 
Milner, 26, himself decided to 
give purpose to his running. 
He is running in honor of 
Christine Andrews, mother of 
his best friend growing up. In 
1996 she was diagnosed with 
multiple myeloma. She passed 
away in 1997, just one week 
before a blood drive for Dana- 
Farber patients that she helped 
promote. 

“Even during the time when 
Christine had every right to put 
herself first, she didn't,” said 
Milner. “This was just the type 
of person she was, always 
thinking of others.” 

Milner's first and last miles 
are in memory of Christine. 
And the miles in between are 
filled with stories and memo- 
ries of some people he knows, 
and many he doesn't. Milner 
has been receiving requests for 
him to run in honor of loved 
ones touched by cancer. 

“It's amazing how many peo- 
ple have been affected,” Milner 
said. 

Doherty is running his fourth 
DFMC, and this year he too is 


Dufly returning 


On April 16, Tewksbury resi- 
dent Marko Duffy will run the 
Boston Marathon for the tenth 
time. He runs for a cause each 
year. As part of the Dana 
Farber Marathon Challenge 
Team, he has raised over 
$25,000. 

This year, his year-long train- 
ing and dedication are focused 
on the Merrimack Valley 
YMCA's_ Lawrence Branch, 
where he serves as Chairman 
of the Board of Managers. This 
year marks Duffy's fourth year 
as volunteer co-chairman of 
the Y’s campaign annual 
fundraising campaign, titled 
“Reach Out For Youth.” Duffy 
is reaching out to friends, fam- 
ily, colleagues, and YMCA 
members in his support of the 
YMCA. 

“The first $1,000 I raise will be 
dedicated to the YMCA’s Teen 
Achievers Program and some 
of the funds will support a 
breast cancer awareness pro- 
gram at the (YMCA),” said 
Duffy, whose wife Carla is cur- 
rently undergoing breast can- 
cer treatment. 

This “Reach Out for Youth” 
campaign is the major 
fundraising effort made by the 
entire Merrimack Valley 
YMCA to help provide this 
scholarship assistance for chil- 
dren and families. The policy of 
the Merrimack Valley YMCA is 
to serve the whole community. 
In keeping with this policy, the 


YMCA offers financial assis- 
tance for those in need. The 
YMCA uses contributed funds 
raised through this annual 
campaign to ensure that those 
unable to pay the fee are able 
to participate. 

“I like to run to be sure my 
children know the importance 
of exercise in their lives. I 
make sure they know when I'm 
exercising, training, or going to 
the (YMCA),” said Duffy.

Because of the courage and 
hope of Justin and his family, 
Doherty said, “he motivates 


starting to run for 
ber, Doherty said his 
eyes have been opened. “I rec- 
ognized thie cause, why I'm run- 
ning and who I'm running for.” 

Doherty's own life has been 
touched by cancer. His wife 
Shannon is a cancer survivor, 
and his cousin Paul is also a 
survivor after having leukemia 
as a child. 

“It never struck me until I 
was older and had my own 
kids,” he said. “Look around, 
your eyes really do open.”

it's the 
he remembers what he is run- 
ning for. Last year Doherty 


was struggling at Heart Break 
Hill just as many runners do, 
when a cancer patient left the 
sidelines and ran alongside him 
for half a mile, giving him 
words of encouragement, 
pressing him to go on. 

“That moment alone brought 
me to the rest of the 
marathon,” said Doherty. “I'll 
be back next year,” he said 
then. 

Doherty contacted Milner 
after finding him as a 
Tewksbury resident on the list 
of runners for DFMC. Milner 
said Doherty has been a big 
help to him, preparing him for 
his first marathon. “He's been 
able to keep me motivated,” 
said Milner.

The Shawsheen Tech baseball 
will open their season on 
Friday morning against Lynn 
Tech in the first round of the 
Northeast Tournament.

“Nothing should be new to 
these guys. Virtually all of our 
innings pitched last year were 
by these guys as sophomores,” 
Bloom said. “They should 
know what to expect, but 
whether or nor that translates 
into success, we'll see.

Miano will lead the rotation, 
while McIsaac and McDonald 
will follow close behind.

The only disappointment of 
the season came in the Division 
3 North sectional tournament 
when the Lady rams were elim- 
inated in the first round by 
Lowell Catholic. A good combi- 
nation of newcomers and 
returnees will attempt to dupli- 
cate last year’s regular season 
performance, while taking the 
additional step of having even 
more success in the post sea- 
son. 

While many players gained 
some valuable experience last 
season, Shawsheen coach 
Maureen Buckley warns that 
many more will enter this sea- 
sen with a lack of varsity expe- 
rience, 

“We are even younger this 
season,” Buckley said. “We 
have only one senior starting 
for us. We have a lot of kids 
coming in who are very talent- 
ed, but they need to have confi- 
dence in themselves in order to 
overcome some of the mistakes 
that are going to happen.” 

Shawsheen faced a similar 
problem last year and it took 
some time for the players to 
develop the confidence that 
Buckley referred to. 

“It was five or six games into 
the season,” Buckley said. “We 
had a couple of games we could 
have won, but we lost due to 
our inexperience when we pan- 
icked. The kids have to under- 
stand that mistakes will happen 
and learn to play through 
them.” 

So far Buckley has like what 
she has seen from this year’s 
group. 

“I am very excited about the 
season,” Buckley said. “It’s a 
real good group and they have 
been working hard which has 
been great to see. They like 
each other and are staying 
together, which has also been 
nice to see. I am asking an 
awful lot of our captains this 
year to provide stability for us 
and so far they are providing 
a” 

The two captains are sopho- 
more pitcher Kelli Jo 
Deardorff, who burst onto the 
scene as a freshman last year 
and was one of the top pitchers 
in the Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference, and junior first 
baseman Katie Hogan of 
Tewksbury, who is in her third 
year as a starter for the Lady 
Rams. 

“Katie has been a solid force 
for us at first base,” Buckley 
said. “She has kind of held the 
infield together even with some 
changes at other positions. She 
also always does a nice job at 
the plate for us and we can bat 
her 4th, 5th or 6th.” 

Buckley has a lot of faith in 


both of her captains, despite 
their being relatively young for 
their roles, with one being a 
junior and one just a sopho- 
more. 

“The team picked them pretty 
much unanimously and I think 
they made two good choices,” 
Buckley said. “They both work 
extremely hard and are always 
trying to pick up the rest of the 
team. The girls recognized 
what they bring to the team 
and if we are going to be suc- 
cessful they will make a big dif- 
ference for us.” 

While much of the starting 
lineup is still to be determined, 
one player who will be holding 
a very important position for 
the Lady Rams will be sopho- 
more catcher Gina Coyle of 
Tewksbury. With regular 
starter Robin Wyatt of 
Tewksbury out indefinitely with 
an injury, Coyle has stepped in 
very ably. 

“She is doing a great job for 
us in place of Robin,” Buckley 
said. “It’s important to have 
someone capable back there 
and able to catch Kelli Jo.” 

Three other locals are expect- 
ed to see playing time with the 
Lady Rams this season, with 
freshman Sarah Elwell and 
junior Kim _ Stockton of 
Tewksbury and junior Colleen 
Carroll of Wilmington all 
expected to be key contributors. 

While one of the biggest 
strengths for Shawsheen will 
undoubtedly be having a domi- 
nant pitcher like Deardorff on 
the mound, Buckley also sees 
her team’s offense as a 
strength as well. 

“Offensively we should do a 
good job,” Buckley said. “The 
kids have been working hard on 
their hitting. And we also have 
some good speed, so hopefully 
we can put some pressure on 
other teams once we do have 
runners on base,” 

Shawsheen will be looking to 
make a run at the top of the 
CAC this season, and Buckley 
is confident her team can com- 
pete with the best the league 
has to offer, but she also knows 
that there will be some very 
tough competition for league 
bragging rights. 

“PMA has won the league 
twice in a row and they have 
their pitcher back and also will 
have their catcher back after 
she missed all of last year due 
to injury,” Buckley said. 
“Greater Lowell brings a num- 
ber of players back and you 
know you always have to be 
aware of Tyngsboro.” 

But sizing up the competition 
has not been Buckley’s primary 
focus in this pre-season. 

“With a team as young as 
ours, we have to worry about 
what we do from day to day,”

Be extra careful with your cover letter 


Some say more is better. But when it comes to your cover letter, the opposite is usually true. Because hiring managers often are pressed for 
time, the best cover letters are no more than three paragraphs. That means every word you write should pack a punch. While you may have a 
lot to say about yourself, keep your prose crisp and succinct. It's also critical to link each idea or fact you present to the requirements of the 
position for which you are applying. The following job seekers meandered off track by including confusing information in their cover letters and 
providing little or no context: 
COVER LETTER: “I once visited family friends in New Hampshire, and | visited Maine and went fishing." 
We're not hooked. 
COVER LETTER: “I have advanced signature skills." 
John Hancock would be proud. 
COVER LETTER: “| can meet people rapidly.” 
You must go through a lot of business cards. 
COVER LETTER: “I have complete photographic recall and memory for names and faces." 
We'll remember that. 
COVER LETTER: “Chaos doesn't cow me." 
A**moo"-ving statement. 
COVER LETTER: “'I'm a problem solver. | grew up with four sisters." 
Enough said. 
In addition, be a straight shooter. Playfulness can seem unprofessional and distract from your message.~ 
COVER LETTER: “'I'm on task, on point, up to par and want to raise the bar." 
Acandidate who never met a cliche he didn't like. 
Finally, make sure your documents are up-to-date. A hiring manager just recently received this cover letter: 
COVER LETTER: “In closing, I'd like to wish you a Happy Thanksgiving.” 
You're either very early or very late.
